88 Cane Wagons and four four New Loading Ma- 
chines Arrived Tuesday at Belle Glade as 
Group of City, County and State Officials 


Greeted the Coming 


Transportation on Lake Okeechobee. What 
Ever Became of the Pahokee Dock Built at a 
Cost of Many Thousands of Dollars and the 
Harbor For Which the Pahokee City Council 
Mortgaged Its Cigarette Tax To Build at a 
Cost of A Quarter Million Dollars. 


While city, county.and state Qf- 
ficials watched from the sidelines, 
three barges towed by the tug boat 
“Brahma” docked at the Port of 
Belle Glade Tuesday noon with cane 
harvesting machinery for the ever- 
growing and booming sugar cane 
industry in the Glades. The first 
shipment was to be delivered to 
Osceola Farms, Inc., and was ship- 
ped from Jeanerette, La. 

The shipment consisted of 88 
cane wagons and four cane loading 
machines, 2figineers in charge of 
the shipment said that $2400 was 
saved by bringing the shipment by 
water instead of by rail. Mathemat- 
ically they figured there were 400 
tons in the shipment and they sav- 
ed $6 per ton. Easy arithmetic 
shows.that the saving amounted to 
$2400. 

Billy Burns, chairman of the Port 
of Palm Beach District Commis- 
sion, in a brief talk to a group esti- 
mated at about 200, said, “This is 
a happy occasion for the port com-| 
missioners and for the City of Belie | 
Glade and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. I am confident that this in- 
itial shipment from Louisiana will 
be the forerunner of many more 
shipments in the coming months. 
We are eager to develop more 
trans ion for this area and on 
account of the economy of barge 
transportation, we want to make 
ita thriving enterprise for il 
area.”

More County Roads 


Cooperative Plan 


The county commission this week 
approved a road building plan 
which” is designed to.help. handle 
traffic destined for a new sugar 
mill now under construction near 
Belle Glade. 

Some three miles of road are in- 
yolved in the plan presented by 
Commissioner Paul Rardin, Canal 
Point in which the Sugar Cane 
Growers Coop of Florida agreed to 
share the expense of building the 
roads. 

The new roads run north from 
Airport Road ‘and eventually will 
be connected to State Road 15. 

County Engineer Steve Middle- 
ton told the commission that dur- 
ing a four Gryive month period 
each year that a vehicle per minute 
would be approaching the new 
sugar mill. This includes the ve- 
hicles hauling cane from the fields 
which will be. arriving at two- 
minute intervals when the mill is 
in operation. 

The coop, according to the plan, 
will immediately blast and dig 
enough rock fill to construct the 
first mile and a half of the new 
roads. The county later will sur 
face and maintain the highways 
which will þe important links in 
the county's network of farm to 
market roads. 

The commission also agreed that 
Duda Road extension, located in 
the general vicinity of the mill and 
which is already on the planning 
boards, wil retain number one 
priority in the county's road build- 
ing program.

Phosphate Dust 


| Being Eliminated 


BREWSTER—A half-million-dol- 
lar installation has almost com- 
pletely eliminated air-borne phos- 
phate dust at American Cyanamid 
Company’s plant, here. Arthur 
Crago, Cyanamid manager of pros- 
phate operations, has announced 
that twin electrostatic precipitat- 
ors, put into operation this month, 
are capturing 85 percent of the 
dust which was formerly emitted 
from the firm's drying plant. 

Cyanamid's drying plant is equip- 
ped with four, oil-fired rotary 
kilns which dry the phosphate rock 
before shipment or further pro- 
cessing. Prior to the new installa- 
tion, dust was carried out ‘the 
stacks with the hot gases resulting 
from the process, 

Mr. Crago termed the new equip- 
ment another major step in Cyana- 
mid’s five-year-old pollution mon- 
itoring and control program at 
Brewster. He said the firm has 
now spent more than two . million 
dollars on the program, designed 
to protect the plant's neighbors 
from air and water-borne pollu- 
tants.

TALLAHASSEE—The business 
of growing plants in Florida con- 
tinued to boom during’ the fiscal 
year of 1960-61 with at least, 5,513 
nurseries engaged in that activity. 
That was the total number of nur- 
series under inspection by the Di- 
vision of Plant Industry during that 


annual report submitted today to 
Department of Agriculture Com- 
missioner Doyle Conner. 

This represented an increase of 
1.3 percent over the 5,417 nurseries 
registered with the Division a year 
earlier. 

Forest tree farms were respon- 
sible for marked differences in oth- 
er totals which indicated a. boost 
to 12,195 acres in nursery plant- 
ings despite an appreciable dip in 
the number ‘of plants inspected. 
The acreage climb was due to the 
planting in Dade County of 1,526 
acres in a single nursery devoted to 
the production of Australian pine 
seedlings. On the other hand, the 
closing of two other forest tree 
nurseries lopped 28,700,000 plants 
off the rolls, contributing heavily 
to the drop in non-citrus stock from 
410,404,596 plants to 377,925,439 for 
the 1960-61 year. 

* Citrus stock and acreage figures 
moved upward. The count for stock 
edged from 29,062,022 plants a year 
ago to 29,206,452, while the total of 
3,889 producing acres exceeded the 
3,446 acres listed fof 1959-60. In the

000,000 during the calender year 
1960, a 13 per cent gain over the 
Previous year.

022,000,000 in individual income 
taxes paid by Floridians, up 15 per 
cent; $241 million in corporate 
taxes, up 4 percent; and $136 mil- 
lion in other types of internal rev- 
enue, a gain of 15 per cent.

In another phase of inspection, 
the Division checked 275,319,135

The work increased also in the in- 
spection of tobacco plants, zipping 
upward from 210,894,000 plants in 
1959-60 to 402,830,000 in the latest 
report. 

Shipments of certified citrus to 
California reached 220,289 boxes, a 
boost over the 182,893 boxes moved 
in 1959-60. The export shipments to 
foreign countries rose from 190,- 
568 boxes to 274,209 the last fiscal 
year.
